Dr. Carlton Hayes 
Awarded Laetare 
Medal For 1946 


Notre Dame President 
Cites Recipient As 
Historian And Diplomat 


Notre Dame, Ind. April 1— 
(Special)—The Laetare Medal for 
1945, traditional honor bestowed 
annually by the University of No- 
tre Dame on the outstanding Am- 
erican Catholic, has been awarded 
to Dr. Catlton J. H. Hayes, inter- 
nationally distinguished historian, 
author and diplomat, it was an- 
nounced, Sunday, March 31, by the 
Rev. J. Hugh O’Donnell, C 3.C.. 
President of Notre Dame. 

In announcing this year’s recip- 
ient of the Medal—an American 
counterpart of the historic Golden 
Rose of the Vatican, Father O’Don- 
nell made the following statement: 

“The University of Notre Dame 


awards the Laetare Medal for 
1946 to Doctor Carlton J. H. 
Hayes of Columbia University, 


New York City. His preeminence 
in the field of history as teacher 
and author is well-known. And 
his brilliant discharge of a war- 
time diplomatic mission that call- 
ed for extraordinary tact and 
forthrightness elicited from the 
President of the United States 
a very special tribute and the 
abiding gratitude of his country- 
men. He also has been generous 
of his time and talents in furth- 
ering a better understanding 
among all classes of society. In 
a world given to recognition of 
expediency, he has ever been the 
champion of principle.”

Plight Of Korean 
Missions Worse Under 
Reds Than In War 


New York, April 2—(NC)— 
Allied officers and enlisted men re- 
leased from prison in Korea have 
sad news regarding the fate of 
Catholic missions in Northern Ko- 
rea, the Vatican Radio reported in 
a broadcast monitored here by the 
War Department’s Foreign Broad- 
casting Intelligence Service. 

Toward the end of the war, ac- 
cording to the broadcast, “notable 
difficulty was encountered by the 
missions due to the Japanese au- 
thorities’ insistence concerning em- 
peror worship and insistence on 
functions in the Shintoist temples.” 

The report declared that the sit- 
uation became even worse at the 
end of the war when Soviet occu- 
pation followed that of the Japan- 
ese, “At the mission of Hamhoung 
(Kamko) workmen, soldiers and 
officials requisitioned the buildings 
and carried away supplies and 
money which the hospital and the 
people had entrusted to the semi- 
nary for greater security. 

“Other soldiers broke into the 
church and took charge of the sac- 
red vestments.

Reds Laid Plans 
For ‘Synod’ More 


Than A Year Ago 


Prelate Chronicles Steps 
Leading To Severance 
Of Ties With Rome 


Vatican City, April 1—(Radio, 
“Synod” at Lwow, 
which proclaimed the “return” of 
Eastern Rite Catholics in Western 
Ukraine to the Orthodox Church, 
was in reality a “show” put on at 
the urging of Moscow and care- 
fully prepared for many months, it 
was explained by « Ruthenian Rite 
Prelate now stationed in Rome. 

The staging of the schism was 
probably hastened by the publica- 
tion of the Encyclical “Orientales 
Omnes Ecclesias” which set forth 
the persecution suffered by Ruthen- 
ian Rite Catholics at the hands of 
the Soviets, the Prelate said. He 
also expressed the opinion that the 
schism may be interpreted as an 
attempted justification of Moscow 
against the charges brought in the 
Encyclical. 

Relating the steps leading up to 
the declaration of the schism, the 
Prelate pointed to an address by 
Alexei, Moscow Patriarch, who at 
the time of his inauguration in 
February 1945 issued an appeal to 
all Slav Uniate churches to sever 
the ties with Rome and to submit 
to the (Soviet-dominated) Ortho- 
dox Church as the “mother” of all 
Slavie churches. 

Strenuous, but unsuecessful, ef- 
forts were made to spread the idea 
of secession among the Bishops 
and priests of the Ruthenian 
Church. In April 1945 each Ruth- 
enian Bishop received a_ formal 
letter proposing to him to leave 
Rome and to submit to Orthodox 
jurisdiction. At about the same 
time the Orthodox Patriarchs out- 
side Russia signed a declaration 
condemning what was termed the 
“‘nolitical actions”. of the Pope. 

The Ruthenian Liturgy begins 
with prayers for the Pope which 
are answered by the congregation. 
Several instances have become 
known where churches were closed 
after the priest had audibly recited 
the prayers for the Pope. Despite 
the protests of the people the 
churches remained closed and were 
only allowed to open for Easter. 

During the night of April 11-12, 
1945, all five Ukrainian Catholic 
Bishops were seized and deported, 
probably to Kiev, capital of the 
Ukraine. One of them, the 80-year- 
old Bishop Gregory Chomyszyn, 
Ordinary of Stanislawow, probably 
died enroute to prison. Nothing 
has been heard of the fate of the 
Bishops since their arrest. The Dio- 
cese were left in charge of Vicar 
General, but they, too, were de- 
ported to Russia. 

After the Ukrainian Church had 
thus been deprived of its constitu- 
ted ecclesiastical authority the So- 
viet regime took steps to set up 
one of its own. This move started 
with a violent propaganda cam- 
paign in the newspapers against 
the Catholic Church. An abusive 
booklet under the title “With 
Cross Or With Knife” appeared, 
attacked priests for their part in 
the underground movement,

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in insuring the success of the ap-

During the war years, in addi- 
tion to the help rendered to war 
needy, aid was given by the Bish- 
ops’ Committee to the Vatican In- 
formation Service which relayed an 
estimated 6,100,000 personal mes- 
sages between prisoners of war 
and their families and refugees and 
their loved ones, the Committee re- 
calls. A survey shows that more 
than 650,000 messages of this na- 
ture cleared through the Apostolic 
Delegation in Washington alone. 

Other organizations aided by the 
Bishops’ fund include the Chap- 


lains’ Aid Association, the Miuli- 
tary Ordinariate, the National 
Catholic Community Service and

dures. The Council sessions should 
at east produce a clarification of 
exactly where we stand. 

Even if the Soviet Union stages 
a tantrum or goes off in a huff, to 
assume the worst, we may find 
some small consolation in the fact 
that at last the business is out 
where we can all see it. The worst 
kind of international atmosphere 
is that where the doings of a great 
power are not even suspected or 
only half suspected. It is entirely 
possible that a show-down with the 
Soviet Union may be one of the 
most salutary things that could 
happen to all of us. 


The irresponsible talk of war is 
obviously merely a hold-over of the 
war-time psychosis. No sane in- 
dividual ig either asking or expect- 
ing war with the Soviet Union. But 
if we can bring about a state of 
affairs in which the Soviet dele- 
gates tip their hand so that all 
may see, we will have the enormous 
advantage of knowing what is what 
and how to gauge the prospects. 
Otherwise we will be called upon to 
formulate a foreign policy based on 
suspicions, assumptions, specula- 
tions and pure guess work. 


The immediate questions that 
will probably be presented touch at 
some of the most fundamental is- 
sues of our time. If France in- 
sists on posing the Spanish ques- 
tion, we shall have out in the open 
the whole matter of dealing with 
governments that we do not happen 
to live or which do not conform to 
an arbitrary and imposed standard 
of conduct according to our own 
lights.

The Soviet-Iranian controversy 
involves so many issues that it 
would be foolhardy to over-simpli- 
fy the picture by describing it 
merely as the Soviet Union on the 
rampage. It represents a_time- 
honored form of pressure polities; 
a revival of imperialism, Musco- 
vite style, a thrust at the British 
Empire and all it stands for, and a 
recurrence of the nineteenth-cen- 
tury petroleum aspiration of Rus- 
sia. We have already learned from 
London that specific issues have a 
way of slopping over and involv- 
ing innumerable marginal ques- 
tions. We all remember how the 
Soviet in Iran provoked debate on 
the British in Greece and Indone- 
sia, Dutch, intentions and all the 
other by-product issues that har- 
rass the world today. Quite likely 
we shall have a repetition of the 
same thing in New York.

The sad fact is that 
too many narrow minded Protest- 
ants seem to find joy in attatking 
Catholics and too many narrow 
minded Catholics find equal joy in 
attaeking Protestants. Is is not 
true, as the priest said to the rabbi 
in *‘Abbie’s Irish Rose,’ that ‘we 
are all trying to get to the same 
plaee but by different roads?’ 

“Why, then, should these un- 
Christian attacks be made? ... 
When Christ said ‘therefore all 
things whatsoever ye would that 
men should do to you ye even so 
to them’ he did not signify that 
his words were meant for one 
class... .

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Civilian Control 
Of Atomic Energy 
Urged, Waldman 


Notre Dame—Civilian contro] of 
the atomic energy program in the 
United States during peacetime 1s 
essential “if the nation is to avoid 
decay and possible disaster,” Dr. 
Bernard Waldman, Associate Proe 
fessor of Physics at the University 
of Notre Dame, who aided in the 
development of the atomic bomb, 
said here, April 2, in a special in- 
terview. 

Dr. Waldman was one of the four 
American. scientists to witness the 
atomic bombing of Hiroshima last 
year. He has been at Notre Dame 
since 1938 conducting nuclear re-| 
search in atomic energy, and di- 
recting experiments with the Notre 
Dame electrostatic generator, one 
of the few atom-smashers of its 
type in the world. | 

Endorsing the McMahon Bill for | 
civilian control of atomic energy 
now being considered by the Sen- 
ate, the Notre Dame scientist de- | 
clared: “If we have military con- | 
trol, scientists will be driven from | 
the field entirely. As a matter of | 
fact, right now the large majority | 
of scientists who worked on the 


project have left. Army control is | 


not conducive to free and unfet- | 
tered research. We have drained | 
our store of knowledge and under 
military conditons, we cannot do 
the research necessary to make 
further progress. 

“We actually are in an arma- 
ments race right now,” stressed Dr. 
Waldman, “and will be as long as 
the military has control. The dis- 
turbing thing about it is that, in 
the long run, this nation could not 
win out in any such armaments 
race. Eventually, we must lose.” 

Dr. Waldman believes that the 
proposed atomic tests in the Pa- 
cific will not provide any new in- 
formation, and that the tests are 
unnecessary from a scientific view- 
point. “From what we already | 
know of the bomb,” he emphasizes, 
“we can estimate right now what! 
will happen when the bombs are 
dropped.”

EVER was the divorce rate in the United States nearly as large 
as it is today, and never was crime so rampant. In most 
cities of 50,000 inhabitants or more there are nearly as many 
appeals for annulment of marriages as there are marriage licenses 
issued. The Los Angeles Herald Express noted on March 2nd: 
“Broken homes are the direct cause of most cases of juvenile 
delinquency and an increase in divorces indicates that there will 
be an alarming increase in délinquency in the near future... 
Juvenile courts, social workers, probation officers, in fact, all who 
' work with wayward youth, are agreed that a vast majority of 
youngsters who go wrong and run afoul of the law come from 
broken homes. Every program being worked out to combat the 
| growth of juvenile delinquency is based on providing activity 
which will take the place of activity found in the normal home. At 
: best, such programs are a poor substitute for the value of the 
| pleasant, happy home life, which has in the past been so typical of 
_ the American way of life. For the future welfare of the commun- 
ity, we should take steps to make marriages more binding and 
| homes more secure.” 
In the single county in which Los Angeles is situated, during 
| the year 1945 an average of 100 domestic relations cases were 
filed each day, as against 70 for the year previous. During one 
| Week of January 2,138 felonies were committed in that western 
sea-coast city, or an average of 300 a day. The stealing of auto- 
mobiles alone averaged 50 a day for that week.

Good Business 


Even some conscientious peo- 
ple get bewildered by circum- 
stantial conflicts because they 
don’t have a definite goal to- 
ward which they direct every- 
thing,-and in the light of which 
they view everything. Heaven is 
our destination, as every Chris- 
tian and Jew will say. Yet it 
isn’t enough to know our end; 
we must purposefully choose it 
as our objective. Once we choose 
the final objective, it is folly not 
to make everything else we do, 
consistent with it. That’s only 
good business. 

Prudence needn’t be such a 
rare virtue. It is easy enough to 
acquire once one settles on the 
proper objective. There is a mu- 
tual prudence that springs from 
fixture of the will on an object.

The trouble with us is that we 
are less zealous.

intention. Begin with a Sign of

other. Retirement depends on 
the million dollars, so the money 
is his proximate objective. The 
leisure of retirement is his medi- 
ate goal, and if he isn’t a spir- 
itual man, he may even consider 
it his final goal. Now if he real- 
ly wants these, he’s going to be 
serious about getting them. He'll 
make sure that everything he 
does will redound to the early at- 
tainment of his goal, or at least 
not hinder it. This kind of pru- 
dence is more properly called 
shrewdness. 

There is « spiritual shrewd- 
ness, however, that most Chris- 
tians lack because they are only 
vaguely aware of their goal. We 
stand a better chance of achiev- 
ing an objective that is strongly 
determined in our consciousness. 
We can’t sit back and think dim- 
ly of what will happen to us 
when we die. Salvation doesn’t 
come at the end of our life; it’s 
more truly the sum total of our 
life. We work for it or against 
it every day. Earning a living 
and earning salvation aren’t two 
separate things. To deliberately 
take all kinds of wrong turns 
now and just hope to end up 
where we want to go, isn’t pru- 
dence. 


Order 


Whoever said “Order is Heav- 
en’s first law,” wasn’t speaking 
idly. Without order you don’t 
stand a good chance of getting 
there. If you’re like the busi- 
ness man who makes a million 
dollars his objective and leisure 
to enjoy it his ultimate goal, 
very likely that’s the closest 
you'll come to Heaven, You can 
justly and prudently concen- 
trate on that million dollars 
worth of freedom only tf you 
consider them instrumental in 
order for you to reach Heaven. 
Of course, no saint ever said a 
million dollars was an aid to 
sanctity, but then there’s always 


Dr. George W. Crane, well known 
author of “The Worry Clinic” has 
commented on the superior advant- 
ages which students enjoy who 
attend a Catholic college. He 
wrote on October 13, 1945, “Having 
taught in American universities for 
about twenty years, I felt envious 
of the rich cultural environment 
and spiritual tone of the college 
of the Holy Names near San Fran- 
cisco.” He observes “If all our col- 
lege students could spend four 
years in such a constructive atmos- 

here, they would be much better 
eaders of society after gradua- 
tion.” 


Dr. Crane contends that the 
greatest benefit of college is not 
derived from any course listed in 
the curriculum, but from the spir- 
itual values which should permeate 
the class room and campus. With 
hundreds of other public men, Dr. 
Crane believes that secular knowl- 
adge learned at college will serve 


very poorly those who lack Chris- 


tian culture. He says: “Give an 
atheist or smart-aleck iconoclast 
the technical knowledge of a college 
education and he is a greater haz- 
ard to society than he would have 
been without any university train- 
ing.” 

The Doctor believes that it is 
time for Americans to stop wor- 
shipping the Ph.D. and to pay more 
attention to personal moral worth. 
He writes: “A Ph.D. professor who 
directly or indirectly sneers at the 
church, ridicules American business 
and our Constitutional form of gov- 


a dozen learned degrees will not 
efface his danger.” 


Professors of many American 
colleges and universities who train 
other teachers for positions in pub- 
lic schools, do sneer at religion, rid- 
icule the American form of gov- 
ernment and eulogize collectivism 
in some form, such as Communism, 
which is both anti-social and anti- 
religious. 


The present need of our country, 
as well as of every country in the 
world is strong moral and spiritual 
leadership, as we are reminded 
nearly every day in this atomic age 
by somebody. But no one is com- 
petent to lead others along paths 
that lead to spirituality or even to a 
wholesome state of society uniess 
his own character be beyond re- 
proach and his own life be guided 
by spiritual ideals.

VII, 
21). In another place this same 
Savior just before leaving earth for 
heaven instructed the Apostles not 
only to baptize and preach Christ’s 
Divinity but to “teach them to ob- 
serve all things whatsoever I have 
commanded you” (Mark XXVIII, 
20).

that knowledge, who do not “ob- 
serve all things whatsoever I have 
commanded,” and who yet hold 
that they will be saved. This is 
blasphemous, because God would 
not be God if He were indifferent 
toward sin. Christ made salvation 
possible for al] men, but did not 
make it actual. 


Charity is more emphasized by 
the writers of Holy Scripture than 
is faith. In fact St. Paul says we 
ean have “all faith and all knowl- 
edge and it will profit us nothing” 
if we do not also have charity. 
The theory may be right that one 
who trusts in Christ as his Savior 
will also keep His Commandments, 
but the facts do not jibe with the 
theory because a large percentage 
of people in every religious organi- 
zation, which emphasizes “salvation 
by faith,” exhibit in their conduct 
a great lack of love of Christ. The 
words of St. James are so clear 
that one wonders how they can be 
disregarded, ~zhere he says “Faith 
without works is dead” and. you 
certainly .would not hold that a 
dead faith saves. 


St. Paul declares that those “who 
live according to the flesh shall die” | 
and do not many believers live in 
that way? The same Apostle 
enumerates a number of sins which 
exclude from heaven. Did he have 
only the non-believer in mind? Was 
he not, in fact, telling these things 
to believers? 

Heaven is for God’s children, and 
the nominal children, who live as 
His enemies, certainly must expect 
to be disinherited. At least it 
would be out of keeping with God’s 
sanctity, with justice and common 
sense, to hold that rebellious chil- 
dren would be rewarded with all 
the power of God forever and for- 
ever, on the one condition that they 
believed in Christ as their Savior. 


A great injustice is done to the 
Catholic Church by those who rep- 
resent that she places good works 


phasizes more the need of Christ, 
the Savior. As said above, there is 
not a Catholic in the world who 
does not believe that Christ died to 
save him.

My dear Mrs. Dark 
and. Companions: 

You cannot imagine what joy 
and consolation your letter gave 
us several weeks ago, and yester- 
day your first parcel arrived, fil- 
led with such useful articles, 
every little item is highly appre- 
ciated. We are thinking ourselves 
rich at times, as we had to do 
without necessary things even 
for years. Our Lord is very good 
to us to send us such help. Good 
Father Anthony O'Driscoll, ° it 
seems that he was transferred 
unexpectedly, as he simply did 
no more return. We hope to hear 
from him later again when he 
will have returned to the States; 
he has surely been kind to us. 

We are having our semestral 
vacation of two weeks till Dec- 
ember 3rd. The beginning of the 
school year was very trying, but 
that was to be expected. We 
have now three school buildings 
made of bamboo, nipa palms and 
cocoanut trees for posts; about 
500 plus are attending classes, 
elementary, high school and one 
class of normal, but we lack 
blackboards and text books; still 
we got through the first half 
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| the second also. Cardboard serves 
_as blackboards, and chalk we 
have. The Sister’s quarters also 
are built of bamboo and nipa and 
we are crowded, so we _ shall 
have to put an annex still. 

In September the soldiers left 
| definitely our school grounds af. 
ter occupying them for 10 
months: all is in a rather bad 
shape and we lack tools, but we 
simply have to wait and proceed 
slowly. 

Our little orphans are all 
right, if we had place we would 
| get many more, 
| They put up a nipa church 
within the walls of our old 
church, quite nice for the present 
conditions. Since a week ago the 
Blessed Sacrament is kept there, 
and the Sister Sacristan is trying 
hard to improve. She asked me 
for different article which I am 
not able to give because we do 
not have them.

Driving around Calcutta we 
remarked how much better 
things were in the States. We 
stopped at a temple were natives 
cremate their dead. Quite a rit- 
ual! The idea is that the body is 
dipped in the Ganges and then 
brought to the ghat for crema- 
tion. In lieu of that the body can 
be sprinkled with water and then 
cremated. 

The head of the house has the 
duty to burn the deceased. After 
walking around the pyre seven 
times he starts the blaze. (When 
we were there, several fires in 
various stages of development 
were raging.) 

Another day the gang headed 
by Peter Kaldschmidt and sup- 
ported feebly by “Snuffy” David- 
son paid a visit to some other 
burning ghats, They were cre- 
mating the poor in stacks of 
four or five at a time. People 
with money enjoyed the privilege 
of their own little bonfire. Every- 
one there was congenial. One 
character invited the boys up 
closer to “see how the body

burns.” “Snuffy”, a stateside mu- 


sician, couldn’t identify the melo- 
dy the native bands were play- 
Ing. > > . 


One of the most gruesome 
sights | saw in India was the 
“silent towers.” Just outside of 
Kharagpur. There another of 
India’s religious sects dispose of 
their dead. They are different. 
In place of cremation, they feed 
the dead to the vultures. As for 
the “silent tower,” it is nothing 
more than a convenient piece of 
ground not too far from the vil- 
lage. An ox-drawn cart driven 
by a native will approach with a 
corpse. Then from miles around 
these huge, ugly birds will as- 
semble—some unknown instinct 
having informed them of the im- 
pending feast. They will walk 
behind the cart a_ respectable 
distance—the only attendants at 
this eerie funeral.

Edward Mooney 


Points To His Ten 
Years’ Leadership 
As NCWC Chairman 


Vatican City, April 1 —(NC)— 
Citing “Ten historie years which 


merited the unanimous approval |° 


of all the Archbishops and Bishops 
of the United States,” an Osser- 
vatore Romano article describes 
the accomplishments of His Emi- 
nence Edward Cardinal Mooney, 
Archbishop of Detroit, during the 
decade in which he served as 
Chairman of the Administrative 
Board of the National Catholic 
Welfare Conference. 


Cardinal Mooney stepped down 
from the board chairmanship last 
November. A -rule prohibits a 
member from serving for more 
than five successive years on the 
hoard. but such a member is eli- 
gible for election again after a 
year’s absence from the group. 

During the year in which Card- 
inal Mooney served as its Epis- 
copal Chairman, Osservatore notes, 
the Social Action Department, 
N.C.W.C., prepared a number of 
pamphlets which explained the 
principles of the Papal Encycli- 
cals with regard to the social ques- 
tion. As Chairman of the Board, 
the article recalls,-Cardinal Mo- 
oney authorized in April 1939 the 
reprint in pamphlet form of the 
Bishops’ Program of Social re- 
construction, to mark the 20th an- 
niversary of that historic docu- 
ment, drawn up in 1919. In a 
foreward to the pamphlet, Card- 
inal Mooney pointed out the ob- 
jectives of the program whith had 
been accomplished and the recom- 
mendations yet to be realized. 


Under his chairmanship, Osser- 
vatore notes, a wider understand- 
Ing of fundamental principles of 
social problems and of internat- 
jonal peace goals resulted from 
the organization, with the coop- 
eration of the Bishops, of the 
Catholic Conference on Industrial 
Problems and the Catholic Associa- 
tion for International Peace.

Evidence Shows 
Soviet Trend 
To Imperialism 


Moscow-Controlled 
Orthodox Church Seen 
As A Political Tool 


BY J. J. GILBERT 

Washington, April 1.—One 
senses here a growing belief that 
Soviet Russia is going in for im- 
perialism, isolation and extreme 
nationalism in a large way. This 
may seem startling to some, be- 
cause communists have long pro- 
fessed to decry these character- 
istics in other nations. Neverthe- 
less, there are observers who con- 
tend that the signs of this trend 
are unmistakable and already well 


developed. 
Newspapers in the United 
States have drawn attention to 


what they have called the curtain 
of stee] Russia has drawn around 
itself. They refer to the system 
of puppet states which the Soviet 
Union has been fostering along 
its borders. This, coupled with the 
iron-fisted control of persons and 
information permitted to enter 
Russia’s demands upon Turkey and 
Iran, its absorption of the Baltic 
States and, indeed, the “curtain 
of steel” itself are held to be un- 
mistakable marks of imperialism, 
no matter what it may be called. 
The attitude assumed abroad by 
Soviet troops and diplomats, ap- 
parently officially-encouraged, is 
said to hint at an effort to stim- 
ulate nationalism beyond ordinary 
bonds. 

What is of particular interest at 
this time is the significance which 
some observers have given to Mos- 
cow's report alleging that the 
Ukrainian Catholics of Western 
Ukraine had seceded from their 
union with Rome and had joined 
the Russian Orthodox Church. This, 
these observers contend, is another 
piece of evidence testifying to Rus- 
sia’s inclination toward imperial- 
ism and excessive nationalism, 

Of course the Moscow claim in 
this regard was quickly deflated. 
Two Bishops of. the Ukrainian 
Catholic Diocese in the United 
States (natives of the area in ques- 
tion, incidentally) pointed out at 
once that the Bolsheviks had seized 
the Bishops of the Ukraine and had 
“killed clergy and laity en masse,” 
and that, without the authoriza- 
tion of their legitimate Bishops, the 
216 delegates who Moscow said 
were present at the Lwow “Synod” 
could not possibly have the au- 
thority to do what they were re- 
ported to have done, 

An important American news- 
paper was quick to note that the 
letter made public by Moscow, pur- 
porting to be a communication 
from the Lwow “Synod” to Pre- 
mier Stalin announcing defection 
from. Rome and adhesion to the 
Russian Orthodox Church, “an- 
nounced its action in language more 
suited to a political polemic in 
Pravda or Izvestia than to a state- 
ment on a profoundly religious 
matter.” 

From several sources it was 
pointed out that for many cen- 
turies Tsarist Russia employed the 
Russian Orthodox Church as a po- 
litical instrument to liquidate Ca- 
tholicism and to bind the Ukrain- 
ians and other nationalities more 
closely to the Tsarist regime. To- 
day, it was added, the Orthodox 
Church is being similarly used, and 
Stalin is following in the foot- 
steps of Peter the Great, Cath- 
erine II and Nicholas |. Used in 
this way, it is contended, the Or- 
thodox Church can be at once an 
instrument for expansion and for 
the intensification of nationalism, 

And it has already been said 
more than once, and broadcast by 
press and radio, that similar use 
of the Orthodox Church can now 
be expected in other areas under 
Soviet control. Poland and th 
Baltic States have been mentione 
specially in this connection, and it 

been asserted that the enter- 
dey may also extend to the Near 

t and, perhaps, even to the Far

Meditation Is Secret 


Of Spiritual 


Progress 


Strengthens And Nourishes The Wearied Soul

474LJOW can I deepen my spiritual life?” asks a returned 

veteran from New York in a letter to the Spiritual 
Clinic. “How can I make my life harmonize more with the 
great truths of religion and less with the raw paganism of the 
world? How can I, living in the world, earning a living by 
the sweat of my brow, grow in holiness ... get closer to God 


+.» become more spiritual and less 
worldly . .. less absorbed in ma- 
terial things?” (signed) “Philip.” 

The question is a timely one and 
of interest to all seeking to live a 
better and a nobler life. Most of 
us can say with Wordsworth: 

The world is too much with us; late 
and. soon, 

Getting and spending, we lay waste 
our power. 

The answer is to be found in ob- 
serving the commandments of God, 
in loving God and serving our fel- 
low man, in works of virtue and 
piety, in prayer and meditation. 


Meditation Necessary 


The particular practice which will 
be helpful for you, Philip, and for 
every lay person, is meditation. It 
will enable you to escape the 
tyranny of the senses which per- 
ceive only the material world and 
to penetrate into the world of the 
spiritual and to make it increasing- 
ly real to you. 

It is not enough simply to know 
the truths of the spiritual life. It 
is necessary to mediate upon them. 
It is necessary to assimilate them 
into the inner core of our being by 
frequent reflection upon them. Only 
then do these truths begin to exer- 
cise their proper influence upon us. 
Only then do they begin to direct 
our conduct and to shape our lives. 

This truth is. recognized by all 
the religious orders and communi- 
ties of the Church. It finds its ex- 
pression in the daily life of every 
priest, nun, brother and novice. At 
the beginning of every day there is 
a period, usually about half an 
houryset aside for meditation upon 
the great truths of the spiritual 
life. 


Spiritual Momentum 

This period is of prime import- 
ance to every religious. It supplies 
spiritual momentum and energy to 
carry one successfully through the 
day. What breakfast is to the body, 
this spiritual colloquy with God is 
to the soul. Without that period of 
spiritual nourishment, no religious 
could preserve his fervor, his de- 
votion to the duties of his state in 
life, his wholehearted love of God, 
his detachment from the vanities 
and pleasures of the world. 

What a rudder is to a ship, medi- 
tation is to the soul. Without a 


-_yudder, a ship flounders aimlessly 


around. Without meditation, a soul 
bogs down under the weight of 
worldly cares and loses its capacity 
to fly to God, to commune with 
Him, to love Him, to serve Him. 


Bible Speaks 

Listen to the inspired words of 
Josue: “Let not the book of this 
law depart from thy mouth: but 
thou shalt meditate on it day and 
night, that thou mayst observe and 
do all things that are written in it: 
then shalt thou direct thy way, and 
understand it.”

Christ’s Example 

Christ Himself has set us the ex- 
ample.. Frequently He withdrew 
even from the Apostles and Dis- 
ciples to mediate and pray in 
silence. After hearing of the be- 
heading of John the Baptist, Jesus 
retired “into a desert place apart.” 
After feeding the multitude with 
the loaves and fishes, “he went 
into a mountain alone to pray. And 
when it was evening he was there 
alone.” 

On another occasion Jesus taught 
the disciples the wisdom of with- 
drawing from the crowd for medi- 
tation and praver. “Come apart into 
a desert place,” Ile said, “and rest 
a little. For there were many 
coming and going.” Clear and 
profound thinking is scarcely possi- 
ble amid the confusion of a crowd. 


“Watch And Pray” 

Christ prepared for His passion 
and death by long meditation and 
silent prayer the Garden of 
Gethsemane. He exhorted the Apos- 
tles who were with Him, namely, 
Peter, James and John, to follow 
His example. 
asleep. “Watch ye, and pray,” said 
the Master to them later, “that ye 
enter not into temptation.” If 
they had spent that hour in medi- 


tation and prayer, is it not likely | 
of deserting Jesus 


that instead 
when His enemies seized Him, they 
would have remained steadfast in 
their loyalty ? 

The example of Christ in with- 
drawing to the mountain and to the 
desert to meditate and pray was 
followed by thousands of holy men 
and women through the succeeding 
centuries, They have demonstrated 
to a busy and bustling world that 
man does not live by bread alone 
but by every word that proceedeth 
from the mouth of God. 

“Take And Read” 

Periods of meditation have 
changed the course of many lives. 
They have changed sinners into 
saints. Take the case of Augustine. 
While meditating in his garden in 
Milan, sobbing over his past follies 
and yearning earnestly to rise to 
a higher and pu.er life, he hears 
the voice of a child saying: “Take 
and read; take and read.” 

Checking the violence of his tears 
he opened the book of Epistles and 
read in silence the first chapter that 
met his eyes, the chapter which said 
to him: “Not in rioting and 
drunkenness, not in concupiscence 
and impurity, not in contention and 
anger: but put you on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and provide not for 
the flesh in impure lust.” That. 
marked the turning point in his 
life. He took the path to saint- 


hood. 

God’s Troubador 
Consider too the case of Francis 
of Assisi. He was a gay, care-free 
reveler, sensitive to beauty, eager

Turned To God 


During the dark days of the 
struggle for independence, when 
the odds were piled high against 
the colonists, Washington was ac- 
customed to retire to a lonely place 
for meditation and prayer. Who 
can tell what strength and courage 
he gained from those moments 
alone with his God? 

In the trying days when the out- 
come of World War I was hanging 
in doubt, Marshall Foch, the Gen- 
eralissimo of the allied forces, was 
often seen to slip out of his Head- 
quarters to a church in the French 
countryside for meditation and 
prayer. Who can measure the 
power and the determination that 
came to him in those quiet periods 
when his back was to the wall but 
his face was turned to God? 


Secret Of Ghandhi’s Power 


Today among the statesmen of 
the world, none would rank higher 
in moral stature and greatness of 
soul than Mahatma Ghandhi, the 
leader of the Indian people. Shriv- 
elled by long fasts to skin and 
bones, weighing a scant ninety 
pounds, Ghandhi has demonstrated 
to the world the unconquerable 
power of the naked human soul 
fighting for freedom and right. 

What is the secret of the amaz- 
ing power of this intrepid soul? 
His flaming honesty which scorns 
all compromise. Yes indeed. But 
back of that ... there are those 
long periods of silent meditation 
when Ghandhi talks only to God. It

Meet Your 
County Helpers 


Perhaps one of the reasons that 
many rural parishes find it hard 
to inaugurate and continue a youth 
program that will be of great ben- 
efit to those whom it is to serve 
is that skilled leaders are not in 
evidence. Well, that might almost 
sound like a valid excuse if one 
did not know that such is not the 
cease in rural Indiana. 


There are two professionally 
trained leaders who have their 
offices in the court house of every 
county in this state. They are 
known as the County Agent and 
the Home Agent, but to many 
Catholic groups they are not 
known at all. There would be 
little gained by going 
lengthy argument as to the why 
of this lack of knowledge. 
sufficient to say that in most in- 
stances our ignorance in regard 
to these two persons is abysmal, 
and that’s not good. 


It is true that both the county 
leaders are usually interested in 
4-H work (which is a very good 
piece of work for rural youth) and 
the main reason that they are not 
helpful in Catholic Youth Organi- 
zation work is that they have not 
been invited by parishes to assist 
in Catholic rural youth activities. 
A very good project for April 
would be to have a group of the 


boys or girls stop in to see their | 


county helpers in their home of- 
fices. 
could arrange to invite either or 
both to come to the parish and 
help them outline a year’s pro- 
gram that could serve as a special 
interest background for 1946-47. 
There will be little trouble inject- 
ing the philosophy of the C.Y.O. 
into a program that the County 
Agent or Home Agent would sug- 
gest. 

The situation may be compared 
to the public school setup. Just 
as there are many Catholics teach- 
ing in public schools, there are 
many Catholics in county rural 
work. Those who are Catholic are 
known as such only to their pas- 
tor, and their influence as leaders 
dies at the parish boundaries. That 
is too bad; they sit there loaded 
and there is no one to pull the 
trigger. The non-Catholics in 
county work of this type are grand 
persons who would be very happy 
to be of service to a Catholic or- 
ganization. Some pastors have 
found that to be a fact almost too 
late in their lives. 


As has been previously suggest- 
ed, priests should make the initial 
contact with these people. It 
would be of enjoyable benefit to 
them mutually. Then the county 
people would feel sure that they 
would be welcome were they to 
accept the invitation of the youth. 

Theré is no doubt about it: 
Catholics have been lagging far 
behind alert non-Catholic bodies 
in regard to the use of county, 
state, and federal helps for rural 
areas. The isolated cases that are 
publicized as truly prosperous 
Catholic settlements have become 
prosperous because they have made 
use of every bit of expert help that 
was offered them.
